State Budget Bill 
Would Tax Texans 
$600 Million More 


Signs Liquor Bill 


Gov. Preston Smith as he signed the liquor by the 
drink bill in his office Wednesday. Watching as 
he signed the measure are Rep.

AUSTIN (AP) - A two-year "hold the 


line" state budget bill that would cost 
Texans nearly $600 million in new taxes 
was debated by the House today amid 
cries it was "environmentally unac- 
ceptable." 


House members prepared 
several 


dozen proposed changes in the bill, in- 
cluding amendments to beef up ap- 
propriations for air and water pollution 
control. 


Rep. W. S. Heatly's House Ap- 


propriations Committee spent some 
three months drawing up the $6;9 billion 
measure to finance state government for 
the next .two years. 


The House bill would require Texans 


to dig into their pockets for $597.9 million 
in added taxes over the two-year period 
beginning Sept. 1, 1971. 


Shortly before the House took up, the 


1%-inch thick bill, "friends of the ear- 
th," a conservation group, declared it 
was "environementally unacceptable" 
because Heatly's 
committee had 


provided "inadequate" funds to fight air 
and water pollution. 


As soon as the bill came up, Rep. Dave 


Finney of Fort Worth moved to send it 
back to Heatly's committee to get a 


secondyear welfare appropriation put in 
the measure. 


Leaving out the second year welfare 


item in the hope that Congress will 
assume all welfare costs "is the 
crudest, crudest joke on the people who 
receive these funds because there is no 
way we could raise these funds (in a 
special session) for welfare," Finney 
said. 


Heatly, of Paducah, said including the 


welfare item "would add $250 million to 
the tax bill" and the "size of the tax bill. 
is about as big now as any of us could 
afford to vote for." 


Finney's motion was tabled, 99-39. 
Senators last Friday passed an ap- 


propriations measure requiring $694.4 
million in additional revenue from 
Texans'pockets. 


Five senators and five representatives 


will work out a compromise later bet- 
ween the two houses—the same way in 
which the final tax bill will be written. 


Both the House and:the Senate money 


bills leave put the-second year;welfare 
appropriation in hope that congress later 
this year will vote to relieve the states of 
all or part of their welfare costs. 


Congress' refusal to take over the 


welfare program completely would 
bring on a special legislative session— 
and still more taxes—in 1972. 


A number of state agencies were 


critical of the House bill, which limits 
most state programs to their present 
levels, except for pay raises for rank and 
file employes. 


Meanwhile, hope faded that the Senate 


could debate a tax plan this week. 


Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes had hoped a tax- 


writing subcommittee could complete its 
work in tune to send out a bill for debate 
Friday. But he indicated Wednesday it 
would be next week before the bill could 
be finished and sent to the floor for 
debate. 


Heatly said the House budget bill 


would be covered by the tax and tuition 
bills that representatives approved 
March 4. Senators, however, scrapped 
the package, which many lawmakers 
thought taxed consumers too heavily, 
and corporations too lightly. 


In legislative action Wednesday, the 


House approved and sent to the senate 
bills that would: 


—Set up a non-binding ref enendum on 


Daylight Saving Time for the November 
1972 general election ballot. 


Ha/fi Dictator Dies; Son Is Successor 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — 


Dictator Francois "Papa Doc" Duvalier

presidential palace said: "President 
Duvalier is dead after a three-month 
illness. He passed away last night." The 
death apparently occurred about 8 p.m., 
but it was not disclosed until 12 hours 
later. 


Haitian radio radio stations began 


playing funeral music. Some women 
were seen weeping at street corners. 
Others stood aimlessly along roads, lis- 
tening to the distant strains of-a palace 
guard band, playing somberly; 


Jeane Claude, who will be 20 in May, 


was designated months ago by his father 


as the heir to the presidency. He was 
cheered by?a'throng when he ajppeared in 


into office-^apparently during the night. 


The official radio announced a new 


Cabinet with only two holdovers. 


The elderly Duvalier, a little doctor 


who built a political machine out of a 
mixture of Voodoo, pressure and popular 
appeal, had run the country with an iron 
hand for nearly 14 years. 


None of the announcements reported 


the cause of death. The "president for 
life," as he had himself designated, had 
suffered a series of strokes. He was also 
a diabetic. 


As his health weakened, Duvalier 


asked the republic's 
legislature in 


January to change the constitution to 


allow his son to take over as president in 
the event anything -happened to him.

Before he became 64 last week, 


associates said Duvalier would make a 
birthday appearance to demonstrate 
that he was healthy and strong. He did 
hot. His son took his place. The palace 
insisted that Duvalier needed rest on the 
orders from his doctors. 


Duvalier's death raised speculation of 


a struggle for power, despite the ap- 
pointment of his son as successor. 


Since Haiti is only 46 miles from Cuba 


at the nearest point, the hemisphere is 
sensitive to its upheavals and the possi- 
bility of a thrust in Haiti's direction from 
Fidel Castro's Communists. 


Diplomatic sources foresaw the 


possibility of a long period of chaos in 
this > tiny, impoverished Caribbean 
nation Mu five miHion A^strugle for 
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while, among the high-ranking officers 
of Duvalier's armed forces, always the 
source of political struggle in Haiti. 


In tiie new Cabinet list only Secretary 


of Education Edner , Brutus and 
Secretary of Commerce Lebert Jean- 
Pierre were retained. Adrien Raymond, 
deputy secretary of foreign affairs, is 
the new foreign secretary. 
: Duvalier, known to all Haitians as 
Papa Doc, was a spectacular dictator 
even in the Western Hemisphere, whose 
history has had more than its share of 
harsh dictatorships. 


He rose to power in 1957 by mean., or 


an election that appeared then to have 


been adriotly manipulated by army ele- 
ments loyal to him, so that he could get 
the entire peasant vote and swamp the 


* vot0; of hiss-only, opponent inrthe capital. 


Duvalier did noi wait for the full six 


years of the presidential term to make 
his move for permanency. In 1964 he 
announced the promulgation of a new 
constitution making him president for 
life. 


Early this year Duvalier caused a 


sensation by declaring that he had 
decided to make his son his successor. 
The designation reportedly split the 
family in the snow-white presidential 
palace. Mrs. Duvalier— Simone Ovide— 
who wielded some power-v-bn her own, 
was reported enraged, believing that the 
move would place the life of her son in 
jeopardy. Haitian politics can be par- 


ticularly bloody at tunes of changes of 
regime. 


..... Duvalier, a mystic and an exponent of 
Voodoo, which Haitians irihertied from 
their West African ancestors, appeared 
to many to have held his people in some 
.contempt, not even bothering to speak 
Creole, the language of 90 per cent of 
them. They do not understand French. 


He used Voodoo—which he called an 


authentic folk religion—to increase 
his hold on his people, who had been told 
by his agents that the spirits were all in 
league with him.

Duvalier became the most feared man 


in his little black republic after having 
risen,to power on his reputation as a 
kindly country doctor.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon has accepted honorary mem- 
bership in the U.S. Table Tennis 
Association, the group Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew is reported as saying fell 
into a Chinese propaganda trap. 


Without announcement, Nixon ac- 


cepted the membership Wednesday 
from Graham B. Steenhoven, president 
of association and leader of the U.S. 
table tennis team that toured mainland 
China last week. 


It appears significant that Nixon 


called Steenhoven to the White House 
following Agnew's privately expressed 
concerns about the team's China visit. 


Agnew told Republican governors in a 


private session Monday he was con- 
cerned by overemphasis on the Chinese 
tour by the 15 American athletes, and 
about the way the tour received press 
coverage in the United States. 


Nixon presumably could only be less 


than happy about Agnew's reported 
statements never denied'. They followed 
the announcement on a five-point Nixon 
plan aimed at renewal of at least limited 
trade and travel between the U.S. and 
China.

During the past week, we have 


received a number of questions 
concerning insect control. Most 
of the questions have been asked 
about fruit trees and pecans. 


If you have not been following a 


spray schedule for the past six 
weeks, we would suggest you 
apply chemicals now only when 
you see an insect working on the 
leaves. It is too late to control the 
worms which will usually show 
up in the fruit about the time it 
ripens. We would offer this word 
of caution that only certain 
chemicals are approved to spray' 
the fruit after' the little fruit 
begins to develop. Do not spray a 
peach, plum or apricot tree which 
"has small, green fruit just 
because you heard someone say 
they should be sprayed. Most 
chemicals which may be used 
would remain in the fruit even 


*

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until it becomes ready to eat and 
consequently could be dangerous. 
This is also true in the vegetable 
garden, 


Pecan trees which are just now 


beginning to leaf out do need to be 
sprayed now for a disease 
as scab. This disease is the most 
destructive disease of pecans in 
TexEis and must be controlled if a 
i 


tree is susceptible. The disease 
begins working first on the 
rapidly growing shoots and 
leaves and later the developing 
nuts.

fungicides which are recom* 
mended to .control this disease

Keeping young plants sprayed 
will diminish the virus diseases 
spread by insects and will 
destroy the adult insects which 
could produce millions of insects 
during the season. 


A regular spraying or dusting 


schedule at once-a-month in- 
tervals may often be more ef- 
fective than intermittent ap- 
plications whenever insects or 
diseases are noted, or after every

We had occasion to remind 


ourselves in the' Lesson of last 
week that Amos was a very 
unusual person. He was a simple 
shepherd who lived in the South- 
ern Kingdom of Judah and 
seems 
occasionally 
'bo 
have 


passed over into the 'Northern 
Kingdom where he observed a 
full-fledged system 
of .idolatry 


being carried but to the corrup- 
tion of its worshipers. The first 
king of the (Northern Kingdom, 
Jeroboam I, had set up golden 
calves and bade his people wor- 
ship them as the gods that had 
brought them forth out of the 
bondage of 'Egypt. The result was 
that morally the Northern King- 
dom went to pieces and in less 
than two hundred years was 
swept out of existence by the 
heavy hand of the Assyrians, 
cruellest people of antiquity. 


Amos, who must indeed .have 


been a. man of little education, 
was nevertheless able 'to write 
down his prophecy concerning 
coming events end to rebuke 
idolators for their folly and evil. 
The ten northern tribes were: 
Reuben, Gad, Manasseh (one- 
half being east of the Jordan 
and one-half west of the Jordan), 
Ephraim, 
Issachar, 
Zebulun, 


Naphtali, Asher and Dan. The 
Southern Kingdom consisted of 
the two tribes of Judah and 
Benjamin.

What >Amos witnessed as he 


crossed the border 
into the 


Northerri Kingdom was some- 
thing that fairly tore him apart 
with indignation. The rich op- 
pressed the poor, 
the nobles 


trampled the people, the religion 
of this Northern Kingdom was 
.thoroughly corrupted by priest 
aria people alike. God is set forth 
assaying: "I hate, I despise 
your feasts, and I will not smell 
in 
your 
solemn 
'assemblies. 


Though ye offer me burnt offer- 
ings and your meat offerings, I 
will not accept them: neither 
will I regard the peace offerings 
of your fat beasts. Take thou 
away from me the noise of thy 
songs; for I will not hear the 
melody of thy viols. 
But let 


judgment run down as waters, 
and righteousness as a mighty 
stream" (Amos 5:21-24). 


This was the reaction of a 


clared that because the people 
whom he had chosen had de- 
spised the divine law God would 
not turn away their punishment.

Good Buy Chicken Says Goodbye to Menu Blues 


IT'S GOODBY to menu blues 


when the homemaker makes 
use of tbat good buy for her 
table—chicken. There's literal-' 
ly no end to the variety of 
chicken dishes, and invariably 
a new recipe comes along to 
add to the chicken recipe file. 


Here is a tested trio, the 


first of which has a delicious 
Italian accent. It is: 


CHICKEN 


LOMBAKDY STYLE 
'4 cup onion flakes 
Vi cup cold water 
2 tablespoons butter or 


margarine 


1 (3-pound) chicken 


Flour 


% cup shortening 


or olive oil 


1 cup chicken stock 
1 teaspoon salt, or to taste 
1 cup frozen peas 
1 tablespoon parsley 


flakes 


% teaspoon fennel seed 
% teaspoon black pepper 
2 egg yolks 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 


Cooked rice 


Soak onion flakes in cold 


water 5 minutes. Drain and 
saute" in .butter 3 minutes. 


Cut chicken in serving-size 


pieces; flbur lightly and brown 
on all sides in shortening or 
oil. Add to sautled onions. Add 
chicken stock and salt. Cover 
and cook 20 minutes or until 
chicken is tender. 


Add next 4 ingredients. Cook 


10 minuses; remove from heat. 
Mix egg yolks with lemon 
juice and stir into mixture. 
Heat'% minute. Serve at once 
with rice. Serves 6. 


BLACK PEPPER CHICKEN 


1 (3- to 4-pound) 


ready-to-cook chicken 


1% cups water 
2. tablespoons cider 


vinegar 


2 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon peppercorns 
% cup flour 
4 tablespoons shortening' 
3 tablespoons flour 


Wash chicken and cut into 


serving-size pieces. Place in a 
saucepan with next 4 ingredi- 
ents. Cover, bring to boiling 
point, reduce heat and cook 
20 to 35 minutes or until 
chicken is tender, yet meat 
does not fall from bones. 


Remove chicken from stock. 


Dredge in flour. Brown on all 
sides in hot shortening—add- 
ing shortening as needed. 


Mix the 3 tablespoons 'flour 


with stock. Stir and cook until 
thickened. If desired, use a 
sieve to strain out peppercorns 
and pour sauce over chicken. 
Stir to mix with the pan drip- 
pings, taking care not to break 
up the chicken. Serves 6.

4 chicken legs 
% teaspoon salt 
'% teaspoon black pepper 


1 can (10% ounces) 


cream of tomato soup

Sprinkle chicken legs with 


salt and pepper. Place in bak- 
ing pan in single layer. Com- 
bine soup, water, and thyme; 
pour over chicken. Bake at 
350° F. 40 minutes Or until 
chicken is done. Baste with 
the sauce 3 or 4 times while 
cooking.

Local 439 President J. L. Lewis, and the 
Committee of Local 439, in a statement 
released to the Daily Sun today said they 
decided that for the betterment of the 
situation they would agree to EBF's 
request to extend the contract for one 
more day, but may or may not agree to 
further extensions. 


According to the statement the 


members of Local 439, totaling 430 
persons, were said to be very disturbed 
and have given their 
committee 


authority to take any action necessary 
for a better working agreement with 
EBF in the future. 


Len Gehrig, president of Ennis 


Business Forms was contacted at 
presstime and was questioned on the 
current negotiations. 


"We are presently in negotiations with 


the union and further than that I can 
make no comment," he said. 


Asked what issues were involved in the 


negotiations: "No Comment." 


Did he expect the contract to be set-

Mrs. Susie Washington, who 


lives at 117 East 15th Ave., is 68 
years old, but you might say she's 
a "high junior", preparing for 
her senior year in the GED 
program sponsored by Navarro 
County Action Committee that 
will lead to her high school 
diploma. 


She's been back in school, in 


night classes meeting in space on 
loan from Navarro Junior 
College since 1967, when she 
moved into the GED program 
from the Basic Education class at 
Crockett Center. 


GED is the abbreviation for 


General Educational Develop- 
ment, and the three letters have 
accounted for more than 700 high 
school equivalency diplomas in 
the 
three-county program 


operated by the NCAC. Some 400 
of those diplomas have been 
handed out in the Corsicana 
program alone, according to 
NCAC Manpower and Training 
Coordinator Guy Rushin, who 
supervises the GED night 
classes. 


Work is done in classrooms at 


NJC, with faculty members paid 
through an OEO grant, and 
students take tests in five general 
areas of basic information 
leading .to the coveted "sheep- 
skins" issued directly from 
Austin by the Texas Education 
Agency. 


When she completes her two 


final exams (She's already 
passed tests in literature, 
mathematic 
and grammar.), 


Mrs. Washington will be the most 
"senior" graduate of the 
program. There has already been 
a 67-year-old graduate here. 


Born in Montgomery, Tex., 


near Houston, she had to quit 
school after the sixth grade there. 
She came to Corsicana Jan. 5, 
1925, and she's been working on 
that diploma actively since 1967, 
including some loss of time due to 
the illness of her husband. She 
has one child, a son who lives in 
Tacoma, Wash.. 


"I just want to learn more," 


Mrs. Washington ex°plains her 
determination to stick with her 


testing end of the program in 
Kaufman County. 


Teachers locally are Mrs. 


Margaret Huffman, English and 
reading; Miss Gussie Roughton, 
mathematics; Mr. and Mrss. 
Lewis Thomas, who teach at the 
NCAC Center; Mrs. Brydie 
Howze, and Benny Thomas. 
There are two other teachers in 
Waxahachie, whose students 
come to NJC for their finals. 


Mrs. Huffman is a full-time 


English teacher at Drane Middle 
School, who doesn't mind putting 
in two extra nights a week to help 
the GED students. "In fact, it's 
just a joy," she says of the four 
hours weekly she devotes to the 
adult education program.

Rushin recalls that the GED 


program was thought to be losing 
ground when he first became 
associated with it some 18 months 
ago. "And we are having fewer 
graduates now," he says, "but 
actual enrollment is gaining. We 
have more this year than last." 


He is enthusiastic about a new 


piece of electronic classroom 
gadgetry that allows the in- 
dividual student to work at his 
own pace, on his own level, with 
immediate indications of success 
or failure at each step. 


The machine—about the size of 


a small TV set and, in fact,

utilizing television principles- 
operates on five-inch records 
which cast pictures on a small 
screen while a background voice 
discusses the material and asks 
questions. 


Below the screen are three 


possible answer buttons. If the 
student punches the correct 
answer, the device goes on to the 
next question. If his answer is 
wrong, a gentle buzzer invites 
him to try again. 


Rushin said the machine is 


available for private individual 
use by interested students at the 
NCAC Center on Sixth Ave. at 
Hwy. 75. 


The GED program is open, 


without cost, to all persons, 
regardless of race or economic 
status, but graduates must be 19

A full house at Drane Middle 


School auditorium Friday night 
kicked off the "Golden Circle

seasoned championship fiddler 
from Trinidad^ with practically 
every age, instrument, and 
musical selection in between on 
tap. 


Probably accepted as the 


"star" of the show, at least in 
terms of audience reception, was 
former "Big D Jamboree" singer 
Mrs. Helen Hall, who closed the 
•three-hour, session wun tne 
stirring inspirational "Lord, You 
Gave Me a Mountain", then 
acquiesced for an encore ren- 
dition of "Once a Day, Every 
Day, All Day Long" before the 
capacity audience reluctantly 
departed. 


Mrs. Hall's rich, husky voice, 


stage presence, and unstinting 
delivery of demanding materials 
place her,in a special category 


unsurpassed, in the view of this 
review, by any female C&W 
vocalist in the business today, 
and if it is true that Mrs. Hall is 
seeking to renew her interrupted 
musical career, the feverish 
reception by her neighbors 
Friday night should be sufficient 
indication of her chances for 
ultimate stardom. 


Mrs. Hall is just superb, but she 


had much high-caliber company 
onstage Friday night, including 
her own backpup aggregation 
with Nolan Whitfield and M.H.

Form Facts

SOIL AND CROP CON- 


DITION: Soil moisture has been 
in poor condition for several 
weeks and has now become very 
critical 'for crop production as 
well as pasture and hay 
production. Most grain sorghum 
fields are in all types of growth 
condition with some plants up to a 
stand, some seed sprouting and 
some seed still in the drill. The 
problem magnifies when we 
realize it is almost too late to 
replant grain sorghum and ex- 
pect to make an average return. 
This is true because of sorghum 
midge, an insect which is not only 
difficult to control, but can 
destroy a complete grain crop on 
a late grain crop. 


A good rain soon would cause 


the grain crop to begin growing, 
but it is an almost certainty now 
that the total crop will be late as a 
result of the poor stand. A few 
farmers have started planting 
cotton hoping for a rain soon. 
Those that are now planting are 
doing what we call dry planting. 
At. least, he hopes the bed is 
completely dry so as the seed will 
simply lay in the ground until we 
get a good rain and cause them to 
sprout. If the seed gets enough 
moisture to sprout, the chance of 
it living would be very little as the 
shortage of moisture would cause 
the plant to die in a short time. 


Even though grazing has 


become a problem and very little 
is available, a good rain could 
change this situation rapidly. A 
few farmers have already 
planted summer hay crops but 
we still have plenty of time to 
plant this crop after we get a 
rain. 


The most critical problem 


facing our farmers due to the 
moisture shortage for the next 
two weeks is the grain sorghum 
crop because of the lateness. 


keep up with the cattle and 
consequently, the cows are eating 
the grass to the ground or 
possibly even pulling some up by 
the roots. This situation can not 
only be damaging nutritive wise 
for the cattle, particularily on 
reproduction, but can have later 
side affects on the pasture when 
and if it does rain. 


It has been proven that 


rotational grazing can benefit the 
producer through increased 
grazing days, increased forage 
production, and reduction of 
parasite problems. During this 
drought 
period, 
rotational 


grazing can also help the beef 
producer make the best of a bad 
situation. In fact, it may save a 
few head of cattle and pastures in 
the future. 


It is true that in most areas of 


the county grass is short; 
however, in many instances 
cattle have been turned into all 
the pastures. It would certainly 
benefit the producer now if he 
utilizes a rotational grazing on 
his operation to stretch out the 
little grass available. 


In a four way rotational 


system, cows will not be able to 
remain on one pasture as long as 
they would if we had sufficient 
moisture. However, each resting 
pasture may get as long as 15 
days to sue what little moisture is 
available to reinstate itself 
without the stress of continually 
being clipped by a pair of teeth or 
having the root system disturbed 
by a cows trying to get that last 
little leaf of green. 


Many systems and techniques 


of grazing have exhibited in- 
creased productivity in a good 
growing season; however, in 
many instances are not used. 
These same systems may 
possibly make the difference in 
profit or loss in times of stress on 
both rebreeding cows and 
pasture survival.
